This is the final response to your February 19, 2018 Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) 
request, a copy which is provided for your convenience. We received your request on 
October 26, 2018 from the National Archives and Records Administration (NARA), along with 
responsive records and assigned FOIA case number 19-F-0201. We ask that you use this number 
when referring to your request. 

The Defense Advanced Research Projects Agency (DARPA) a component of the Office 
of the Secretary of Defense (OSD), review the responsive records a total of 23 pages to your 
request. Mr. Brian Eshenbrenner, Director, Mission Services Office for DARPA, in his capacity 
as an Initial Denial Authority, determined that some of the information is exempt from release 
pursuant to the FOIA, 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(6), which pertains to information the release of which 
would constitute a clearly unwarranted invasion of personal privacy.
